If, in rare cases, we should be closed out of any particular varieties ordered, 
we reserve the right to substitute others of same ripening, considered by us equally 
desirable in all respects. 

We exercise the greatest care to have all trees and plants true to name, but in 
case any should prove untrue, we are ready, on proper proof, to replace them free of 
charge, or refund the purchase price. 

We pack all stock in the most approved manner, and deliver it F. O. B. at 
Prospect depot, Va., after which time the risk of transportation is entirely with the 
purchaser. 

Terms cash in all cases ; discounts as follows: on lots of sixty trees, plants or 
vines, at one hundred rates; on lots of twenty-five at fifty rates.
